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(54) Combustion pressure sensor and fabrication method thereof 



(57) A body of a combustion pressure sensor is 
divided into two parts, a cylindrical lower body (2) and a 
cylindrical upper body (4). A diaphragm (7) and a pres- 
sure sensing element (9) are attached to the lower end 
and the upper end of the lower body, respectively, and a 
pressure transmission member (8) connects the dia- 
phragm and the pressure sensing element. The upper 
body is connected to the lower body to cover the pres- 
sure sensing element in such a manner that the connec- 
tion part is disposed remote from the pressure sensing 
element. 
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
